Program Changes 
Announced 


The U.S, Department 
of Agriculture recently an- 
nounced changes in the 
cotton loan program to 
make the program more 
convenient for cotton pro- 
ducers and buyers and less 
costly to the Commodity 
Credit Corporation. The 
changes are procedural in 
nature rather than in pro- 


gram objectives. The 
changes are based on fav-

Beginning with the 1965 
crop of cotton, all loans 
except those to approved 
cotton cooperative market- 
ing associations will be 
disbursed solely by Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service 
county offices rather than 
hrough leading agencies or 
county offices as in the 
past. 

Loan documents may be 
yrepared by approved loan 


price-support pro- 


tlerks located at banks, 
ffices of cotton buyers, 
cotton gins, warehouses 


and other locations as ne- 
cessary for convenience of 
producers or by county ASC 
offices. Loans will be cis- 
bursed by issuance of CCC 
loan drafts which may be 
held by commercial banks, 
production credit associ- 
ations, and certain other 
financial institutions as in- 


terest bearing instru- 
ments. 
Under the new pro- 


cedure all loan notes ex- 
ecuted by producers (Form 
CCC Cotton A), warehouse 
receipts, and related docu- 
ments will remain in cus- 
tody of ASCS county offices 
until loan maturity or re- 
demption, 

This will make it possi- 
ble for producers and per- 
who purchase loan 
to redeem cotton 
from the loan easier and 
quicker because redemp- 
tions can be accomplished 
at county offices, This 
should result inanincrease 
in loan redemptions, 
smaller quantities of loan 
cotton finding its way into 
Government inventories at 
loan maturity and there- 
fore a reduction in Govern- 
ment costs. In the past 
custody of all loan docu- 
ments has been maintained 
at the ASCS Commodity 
Office in New Orleans, La. 

The amount of loans 
made under the new proce- 
dure will be reduced by 
the amount of any ware- 
house receiving charges 
due on the cotton if such 
charges have not been pre- 
paid. This change is in 
keeping with cotton trade 
practices and will greatly 
facilitate loan making. In 
cases where the receiving 
charges have not been pre- 
paid and the cotton is not 
redeemed from the loan, 
CCC will pay the receiving 
charges directly to the 
warehouse when the ware- 
house storage charges are 
paid. 

No changes are expect- 
ed in procedures’ for 
making Form G loans to 
approved cooperative mar- 
keting associations of 
cotton producers, except 
cooperatives will not be re- 
quired toprepay warehouse 
receiving charges in order 
to obtain loans on their 
members’ cotton, Such 
charges will be handled the 
same as for Form A loans 
made to producers,

Junior Colleges 
Keep Cost 
Down 


One of the great 
advantages of junior col- 
leges is their relatively low 
cost for both the taxpayers 
and students. Junior col- 
leges are usually less ex- 
pensive for the taxpayer 
than other colleges and uni- 
versities because junior 
colleges do not normally 
require dormitories, re- 
search facilities, and ex- 
pensive professional and 
graduate programs. 

Junior colleges are usu- 
ally less expensive for stu- 
dents because the tuitionis 
low and because students 
can live at home and avoid 
having to pay expensive 
room and board costs, 
Furthermore, it is fre- 
quently easier for students 
to obtain part-time jobs in 
their home communities to 
help finance their educa- 
tion, whereas good jobs in 
a university town may be 
scarce, 

In the state junior col- 
leges in Alabama, the gen- 
eral fee (which includes 
the registration fee) for all 
full-time students who are 
residents of Alabama will 
only be $45.00 per quarter 
(a three month period), 

As canbe seen, the rela- 
tively low cost of obtaining 
an education in Alabama’s 
new junior colleges should 
enable many students who 
possibly could not attend 
another cellege or univer- 
sity to obtain further edu- 
cation,

“High school seniors 
are urged to obtaina social 
security account number 
card before starting out to 
look for summer jobs,” 
Harry N, Scott, social se- 
curity district manager in 
Dothan, Alabama, stated 
today. ‘‘One of the first 
things a new employer will 
ask for is your social se- 
curity number.” 

Mr. Scott explained that 
while social security may 
seem unimportant to a 
young man or woman just 
out of school, social se- 
curity credits provide the 
basis for future benefits 
under the program, An ac-~ 
count is established for 
each social security num- 
ber, and over the years 
the worker’s earnings are 
credited to the account, 

Should a worker suffer 
loss of income because of 
disability, death, or re- 
tirement, monthly bene- 
fits can be paid based on 
the average earnings 
credited to his account. 

An application for a so- 
cial security number may 
be obtained by writing or 
visiting the nearest social 
security office, or--in 
rural areas--by asking at 
the local post office.

Just a word tothose who 
are considering planting 
shrubs during the summer 
months. First of all, it 
certainly is not the best 
time of year. to plant 
shrubs. But, it has been 
proven that concainer 
grown shrubs or balled and 
burlapped shrubs which 
have been harden-off can 
be successfully planted 
throughout the year. Late 
planted shrubs require a 
little more maintenance. 
They need to be watered 
once a week with the equi- 
valent of one inch rainfall. 


Millet and sorghum-su- 
dan crosses need nitrogen 
to produce good quality 
grazing. Millet may be 
grazed down the second 
time if cows are removed 
and 40 to 50 pounds of 
nitrogen applied to produce 
a second growth. 

One of the best ways to 
provide more grazing for 
cattle during the summer is 
to topdress pastures with 
40 to 50 pounds of nitrogen 
per acre. 


Follow that soil test re- 
port if you took a test. But 
in case you did not, apply 
500 pounds of gypsum or 
basic slag per acre at 
blooming time to insure 
plenty of calcium in the 
pegging zone.

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We Don’t Want To Lose You 
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Medical Center Receives 


Two new cancer re- 


search grants totaling 
$39,190 have been made 
to the University of 


Alabama Medical Center by 
the American Cancer 
Society effective July 1. 

One grant is for $24,190 
to support studies by Dr, 
K, Lemone Yielding on the 
subject, ‘‘How can a cell 
protect itself from genetic 
damage?”’ 

The $15,000 allocatior 
is an institutional grant 
‘to encourage new minds 
and new ideas to enter 
cancer research.” This 
work is under the direction 
of a committee under the 
chairmanship of Doctor 
Charles D, Kochakian. This 
is the sixth such award 
made to the University of 
Alabama Medical Center. 

Announcement of the 
new grants was made 
through the Alabama Di- 
vision office of the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society by Mrs. 
Lillian G, Meade, Bir- 


mingham, division execu- 
tive vice-president. 
The allocations were 


made at the national level 
and were among 123 grants 
toatling $3,667,158 to 
scientists and institutions 
throughout the country. 
This is the second allot- 
ment of research grants 
made by the Society during 
the current year. Last year 
in three grant periods and 
through American Cancer 
Society divisions, more 


than $13,000,000 was allo- 
cated to research, 
In Alabama, the Medical 
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Center received grants 
totaling $36,254 effective 
last March Il, and Southern 
Research Institute re- 
ceived an award of $28,550. 
Since the American Cancer 
Society began its all out re- 
search program in 1945, 
Alabama institutions have 
received $1,546,035 in re- 
search funds. 

In his studies, Doctor 
Yielding will subject cells 
to ultraviolet light which 
will produce genetic dam- 
age. 

‘It is known,” says the 
American Cancer Society, 
“that this damage can be 


repaired through exposure J 


to visible light and also 
some repair occurs in the 
dark. Dr. Yielding hopes 
to investigate on the bio- 
chemical level what this 
damage and repair me- 
chanism consists of, 

“This could have sig- 
nificant bearing on the ori- 
gin of cancer. Itis believed 
by some scientists that bio- 
chemical accidents can 
occur very frequently in 
cells. Yet these cells have 
evolved ways to counteract 
enviromental insults. When 
cancer takes hold, itis pos- 
sible that that particular 
cell has failed to repair 
itself from some type of 
environmental assault. 
Therefore, the more we 
know about how any living 
cell can correct biochemi- 
cal errors that take place, 
the more we can understand 
the malignant transfor- 
mation.”’ 


Doctor Yielding is chief 
of the Laboratory of Mole- 
cular Biology, professor of 
biochemistry and associate 
professor of medicine at 
the University of Alabama 
Medical College. 

A native of Auburn, he 
received his B, S, degree 
from Auburn University 
and his M.S, and M.D, de- 
grees from the University 
of Alabama. He has ser- 
ved as assistant profes- 
sor of medicine at George- 
town University in Wash- 
ington, and as senior inves- 
tigator for the National In- 

titute of Arthritis and Me- 
tab yolic Diseases.
